The pro-communist Lapiang Manggagawa (LM) (Labor 
Party) is beset by Internal rivalries for leadership and 
conflicting views of the political course it should take. 
There is a complex of interlocking leadership among the LM 
and other pro-communist groups, such as the Masaka (Peasant 
Group) and the Kabataang Makabayan (KM) (Youth Group), which 
Serves to coordinate the programs of each but at the same 
time dissipates the effectiveness of the IAS because of .the 
work its leaders do for other organizations.

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which was composed of three men independent of- the Secretariat 
Staff , is no longer recognized. The body : now known as the 
Secretariat., consists of the General Secretary, the Organiza¬ 
tional Dept.'^Chairman and the Educational Dept. Chairman, all 
of whom are members"of the Political Bureau. Under the new 
organization, the Finance, Communications, and Trade Union 
Departments are under the Organizational. Dept., and the Political: 
Intelligence Bureau is under the General Secretary. 

II. OBJECTIVES AND EFFECTIVENESS 


The CPP continues to outwardly foster a legal or 
parliamentary line in trying to achieve its objectives, 
infiltrating government; and labor organizations, and estab¬ 
lishing numerous front organizations to influence the masses. 

The goal, of course, is the setting up of a communist; govern¬ 
ment in the Philippines and to obtain the necessary broad 
base for this undertaking, the CPP is banking a great deal on 
the front groups, in particular, youth groups. The creation 
of. the Kabataang Makabayan (KM), youth arm of the communist- 
controlled Labor Party, in 1964 is an example of the Party’s 
active work among youth and student groups. It is interesting 
to note, however, that JOSE MaN^SISON, identified as a member 
of the CPP Secretariat Staff, Central Committee, is currently 
(the: National Chairman of the KM and. is. supporting China in the 
'dispute between the Soviet Unbn and China. This is in opposition 
to the neutral stand of the CPP. SISON is at present insist¬ 
ing that CPP General Secretary, FRANCISCO LAVA, JR., be 
)replaced, and has refused to place himself under the control 
'of the CPP leadership. He also is reportedly going to Japan 
»in May, 1967 at the request of the Socialist Party of Japan,' 
jbut the real reason for the trip is said to be to report to 
sthe Chinese Communists.

III. POTENTIAL 

The Party currently is undergoing leadership reorgan¬ 
ization as well as a certain amount of strife between certain 
segments with respect to the ideological split. It however, 
could be on J thc verge of excellent growth . The economic 
situation in "the Philippines is certainly not improving, rice 
prices are going up, employment is in short supply, and wages 
are not keeping pace with price increases. This always pro¬ 
vides fertile soil for sowing dissatisfaction. Additionally, 
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the Philippines is considering trade with Iron Curtain and 
Bamboo Curtain countries. This trade is to be. on a government' 
to-government basis and because of this, diplomatic recognition 
might follow. Any such trade or interchange cannot but help 
the CPP. 


The CPP has inaugurated youth development by virtue 
of its front groups, and is sending small units throughout 
the provinces to create support for its aims.. 1 

The HMB, allegedly the para-military arm of the CPP, 
is reportedly becoming stronger and expanding its influence 
into hitherto untouched.areas. There does not, however, seem 
to be a complete agreement on objectives and procedures between, 
the HUIC leadership and the. Party leadership. 

Over-all, the possibility of: the. CPP becoming more 
powerful rather than declining, seems the more likely.

The Students for a Democratic Society (SDS), as it is 
known today, came into being at a founding convention held at Port 
Huron, Michigan, in June, 1962. The SDS is an association of young 
*• people on the left and has a current program of protesting the draft, 
promoting a campaign for youth to develop a conscientious objector 
status, denouncing United States intervention in the war in Vietnam 
and to ’’radically transform” the university community, and provide 
for its complete control by students. Gus Hall,- General Secretary, 
Communist Party, USA, when interviewed by a representative of 
United Press International in San Francisco, California, on May 14, 
1965, described the SDS as a part of the ’’responsible,left” which the 
Party has "going for us.” At the.June, 1965, SDS National Convention, 
an anticommunist proviso was removed from the SDS constitution.

The telegram from 
BRPF headquarters In London reaffirming NEMENZO’s claim to 
the chairmanship of the local chapter is considered by SISON, 
LAPUZ and others to be a fraudulent document sen t bv a fr iend 
of NEMENZ O to help his cause. LAPUZ claimed that

“according to NEMENZO himself, and therefore could not"have 
sent the message. LAPUZ pointed out that differences in 
ideological interpretation are common among Communist and 
leftist groups in many countries and cited the existing 
conflict between JEAN PAUL SARTRE In the BRPF Paris Bureau 
and the London BRPF., LAPUZ maintained that the London office 
Of the BRPF had no business meddling in the affairs of the 
Philippine Chapter since the local unit is independent and 
will not tolerate foreign domination. 

LAPUZ blamed the fracture in the Philippine leftist 
movement on the "old dynasty" which is trying desperately to 
impose its views and authority on the young leadership. The 
LAVAs and LANSANGs have lost touch with the masses of today 
but seem to think their Communist policies and tactics of 
20 years ago still are appropriate. It is the task of the 
Filipino youth to learn from the mistakes of the old leadership 
and to steer a new and independent course without them.

Executive Uirector of the BRPF, expressed continence in the 
leadership of NEMENZO as Chairman of the Philippine Council. 
The release added that NEMENZO has incorporated the BRPF 
(Philippine Council) with the Philippine securities and 
exchange commission and that no other group can use this 
name. 
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Followers of NEMENZO believe that the best way to 
tight the KM is to organize an entirely new and untainted 
youth organization.

I. ORGANIZATION AND LEADERSHIP !' 
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The Communist Party in the Philippines (CPP), is 
illegal. It is neither pro-Soviet nor pro-Chinese, it prefers 
to be identified as "nationalist” in its direction. The 
total active membership is estimated at 2500 with perhaps 5000 
sympathizers and a wider support base of approximately 7,500. 

The CPP is headed by a three-man body called the Secretariat.. 

The three men are FANCISCO LAVA, SR., HERNANDO ABAYA, and 
PEDRO TARUC. During the past year the HUKS, the military arm 
of the CPP, has increased in numbers and effective activity. 

They are reported to "be in control of five provinces of the 
Philippines. The CPP and the .HUKS are considered to be an 
Increasing threat to the stability of the Government. Financial 
aid and direction is reported being given by Communist China 
to both the CPP and the HUKS. The communist left is currently 
endeavoring to form a legal political party under the name of 
Independence Party with the objective of establishing complet 
political, economic, and cultural independence of the 
Philippines. 

Recent reports have 'been received indicating 
Communist China is assisting in the? training of guerillas 
believing that the Philippines is rapidly becoming ripe for 
revolution.

The CPP is reported to have infiltrated the Philippine 
Government at a high level. Three men close to the President 
and members of his Cabinet are reported to be Communists. 

The CPP and front groups are strongest among the students, 
waterfront workers unions, and among the peasants. 

II, OBJECTIVES AND EFFECTIVENESS 


Previous substitutes for a formal Communist 
organization have been the Philippine Labor Party which was 
recently reorganized into the Philippines Socialist Party. 
Dissadents in that group have decided recently that the 
• Socialist Party will not be generally inclusive and have 
declared intention to revitalize the Labor Party into an 
organization generally attractive to the Philippine left. 

Set forth in the following are details concerning a new 
movement which the illegal communist organization is contemplating 
as Its own political party to be known as the Independence 
Party. 


The illegal communist movement In the Philippines 
appears to be reluctant to exploit the Socialist Party of 
the Philippines i(SPP) as a political front and, instead, 
has under consideration a plan to launch a new political 
organization to be called the Independence Party. Leaders 
of the illegal communist movement believe this tactic would 
better serve their purposes because public feelings are 
believed to be strong against socialism as a political 
philosophy and many Filipino people still tend to equate 
Communism with Socialism. 

The objectives of the party include a call for 
social justice, democratic rights for all citizens, Filipino 
nationalism in economics, citizenship, culture and brotherhood, 
industrialization to be stressed along with increased farm 
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production, a strong land reform program and cooperation with 
the Masaka. (Farmers Communist Cooperative), Other objectives 
are the confiscation of large farms, the achievement of world 
peace through producing machinery instead of weapons, 
production of finished goods which now must be imported, a 
strong peace and order program to stop terrorism and 
destruction of private property, support of any element 
which will fight the causes of Filipino sufferings, the 
annulment of discriminatory international agreements including 
parity, military agreerotns, the laurel langley agreement, 
and the organization of cooperatives as one means of 
improving the economy. The final objective, "The party 
maintains that the right to live is over and above the 
right to own. 1 ’ 

111. POTENTIAL 

Figures available show that the CPP has increased 
its membership strength. Although this increase in strength 
does not place them in a footing to cause serious internal 
disorder, this increase may serve as a warning that the 
party has recovered from its past debacle and has achieved 
. a capability to widen its base of operation and attain its 
goals. 


The CPP has achieved relatively significant gains 
in their infiltration activities. Their gains are greatest 
among the Labor, Youth/Student and Peasant Groups, and which 
run true to Communist dogmas that these groups represent 
the main forces of the Communist revolution. These groups 
have been most active in recent demonstrations, both against 
the government and against the main target of their agitation- 
propaganda activities, the United States. 

i 

Among the intellectuals, religious and other groups, 
and in the government, their gains are considered limited 
and relatively insignificant. However, it is in the creation 
of Front Organizations that the CPP has made their biggest 
gains. This is mainly attributable to their successfully 
infiltrating several legitimate organizations and eventually 
gaining influence or control of said organizations. The CPP 
has successfully effected the Organization of one national 
front organization for the Youth/Student group, two national 
front organizations for the Peasant Group, and one front 
organization for the unemployed and other groups. The 
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constitution of these front organizations reveals an ambitious 
plan to fully saturate the entire country with a grass-root , 
type of organization. Likewise, these front organizations 
have been effective rallying points for demonstrations 
directed by the CPP, They have also served to effect a wider 
coverage for communist propaganda apd agitation activities. 

Although the CPP has directed all-out participation 
%iin local and national elections, their successes are relatively 
insignificant taken in the light of successfully catapulting 
their own or selected candidates into elective position. In 
Central Luzon, where their greatest influence is felt, they 
have only successfully infiltrated the lower levels of 
government as barrio councils,’and caused the election of a 
few mayors. As seen, therefore, in this light, their 
j successes are sonsidered relatively insignificant and not

In 2/68, the Preparatory Committee of the World 
Federation of Democratic Youth (WFDY) for the Philippines, 
issued an official invitation ’to the Philippine Secretary 
of Education inviting it to send a delegation of Filipino 
students to the 9th World Festival of Youth and Students, 
which will be .held at Sofia, Bulgaria, July 28 - August 6, 1968, 
The WFDY offered to pay all travel expenses of a Filipino 
delegation. It is not yet known if a delegation from the 
Philippines will attend the Festival. 

Beginning in the summer of 1967, a series of 
personality clashes and differences of opinion in the 
Philippine leftist movement caused a series of ruptures 
within the leadership of that movement.
